The site at 167 North Sunnyval e Avenue is |ocated north of Evel yn Avenue on the west side of the street.

The extant house is set in the center of a lot narrower than its neighbors. A det ached garage, which
appears original to the devel opment of the site, is located to the rear of the residence.
This residence is a single-story, wood-franmed house with a noderately pitched, cross-gabled roof. It is a

sinpl e hybrid of English Tudor Revival and Spanish Eclectic designs. The plan of the house is L-shaped.
The eaves are very shallow especially on the gabled ends of the roof. Plain vergeboards are |ocated at
the gabl e ends of the house. An arched vent is l|ocated under the gable end on the front facade.

Detailing is |ocated above the wi ndows on the front facade. The exterior of the building is stucco. The
front gable is flared over the front entry porch. A wing wall is located on the front facade at the
northeast corner. An arched entry in the wall allows access to the side yard. The front entry is |ocated
under an arched porch. The front door is solid wood with a single-lite. The majority of the w ndows are
four-over-one doubl e-hung wood sash, |ocated on the sides and rear of the house. Sone of the front

wi ndows are nmulti-lite with a craftsman influenced patterning in groups of three. One group of wi ndows on
the front facade has been replaced with a fixed pane flanked by alum numsliders. The exterior of the

bui | di ng appears generally unaltered with the exception of a couple of w ndow replacenents.

Henry G and Edna Wanderer purchased the land fromthe Bertha and Arthur E. Bessey in 1926 and built the
house that occupies the site at 167 North Sunnyval e Avenue today. |t has been reported that it was one of
the first electrictrified houses in the city (Peterson, 2000). In 1923, Henry Wanderer had established
Wanderer Electric, Incorporated, an electrical contracting business and supplies shop on Murphy Avenue in
Sunnyval e. He was a well-known nmerchant in that community and was associated with that firmuntil his death
in 1977. In addition to nenbership in local chapters of the Rotary and Masonic Lodge, Henry Wanderer
bel onged to the Commopnweal th C ub of San Francisco and the Sainte Claire Cub of San José (San Jose Mercury,
1977). He was on the board of directors of the Santa C ara County Fair Association and had served on the
county grand jury. In 1939, the Henry and Edna Wanderer bought the | ot next door, the subject property at
161 North Sunnyval e Avenue that had also fornerly been owned by the Besseys.
The property was then sold to WlliamT. "Billy" and Etral Wetterstromin 1961. The Wetterstrons, who had

come to Sunnyvale in 1917, were also well known in the Sunnyvale community. |In 1925, Billy Wtterstrom
opened a barbershop on Mirphy Avenue that was in operation at that location for the next forty years. Billy
Wetterstromwas the assistant chief of Sunnyvale's Volunteer Fire Departnent. In addition to providing

def ense against fires, the departnment contributed significantly to the community of Sunnyvale. They
sponsored famly events, decorated the main streets for holidays, and staged parades. Wen a paid fire
departnment was established in the early 1950's, there was strong opposition to the paid force in the city,
including fromBilly Wtterstrom
